The average 
consumption was 100 bushels every six days. 
The average gross increase per hog for the 100 


days was 175 lbs. or at the rate of 1$ lbs. per| 


day. According to this, ] bushel of corn will 
produce 164 lbs. Throwing off 1-5 to corn at the 
net weight, gives 8 2-5 lbs. of pork as the prod- 
uct of one bushel of corn. If 8 2-5 lbs. of pork 


are made by 1 bushel or 56 Ibs. of corn, 1 Ib. of 


pork is the product of 63 Ibs. of corn. 


‘‘From an experiment made by Samuel Linn, of 


this county, with 58 hogs, as reported in the 
Patent Office Report for 1849, 64 Ibs. of corn 
produced 1 Ib. of pork. 

From the experiment of the Hon. H. L. Ells- 
worth, reported in the Patent Office Report for 
the year 1847, it appears that 3 4-5 Ibs. of cook- 
ed meal made 1 Ib. of pork. This experiment 
was on a small scale. 

Assuming that it requires 63 lbs. of corn to 
make 1 lb. of pork, the cost of its production 
will be seen from the following table. The la- 
bor of feeding and taking care of the hogs is 
not included in the estimate : 

When corn costs 124¢c. per bushel, pork costs 
ljc. per Ib.; at 17¢. per bushel, 2c. per lb.; at 
52c. per bushel, 3c.

LUMBERING IN MINNESOTA. 

It is well known that the extensive pineries 
along the Wisconsin, Chippewa and St. Croix 
rivers, in Minnesota, are annually visited by 
troops of stout lumbermen, who spend the winter 
in chopping and hauling logs, which, in the 
spring, when the ice breaks up, are launched 
upon the turbulent waters and floated down toa 
market. They ascend the river in batteaux, 
taking with them all their supplies for the 
winter. By dint of poling and pushing they 


vember. Their first business is to build a cabin, 
say 20 by 40 feetin size. The cabin is constructed 
of logs, daubed with mud inside and out, and 
covered with slabs of pine. A chimney is built 
in the middle of the room, a long table at one 
end, and bunks for the men are arranged on 
either side. We gather the following description 
of the wild and exciting, although laborious life 
of the lumberman, from an interesting article 
furnished by the correspondent of the New York 
Tribune: 

‘‘Each man has his blankets and straw, if he 
can get it, and makes up his own bed, if it is 
made atall. A cook, usnally a man, is em- 
ployed. The oxen and teamsters arrive, hay is 
hauled in from the ‘bottoms,’ where it was cut 
the summer before, and our men are ready to 
commence the work in earnest. Two or three 
hands are set to chopping. The trees are cut 
down, cut off at the top and root, and thus 
hauled along; three or four hands go to ‘swamp- 
ing,’ or clearing roads for the teams; one or 
two persons peel the bark from the trees, which 
enables us to pull it more easily ; three or four 
act regularly as teamsters; a few extra hands to 
assist them whenever they are needed. Break- 
fast is prepared at an early hour. As soon as 
it is light in the morning, the hands are started 
off for work. The time to quit at night in the 
winter is at dark, but as the days lengthen in 
the spring, the men are allowed to leave off at 
sundown! Every man knows his place and busi- 
ness, and expects to keep ‘up hisend.’ A good 
crew of men will put into the river from 5000 to 
8000 logs in a winter. No where can a jollier 
set of men be found than these same woodsmen.

ler. They do not congregate in one great flock, 
but in numerous associations of from fifty to 
perhaps five hundred each, and scattered over a 
field, destroy the rice to an amount startling to 
a stranger. Indeed, we hear stories regarding 
the extent of damage done by these little feath- 
ered invaders, which are more difficult to swal- 
| low than the rascals themselves. Whole fields 


being entirelv elutted and destroyed: number- 
less acres left with white stalks and no rice, and 


countless bushels gone from the pockets of the 
proprietor forever. They do a deal of mischief 
beyond question, and when they concentrate, as 
is not unusual, on one field, that spot is gener- 
ally cleared. But if all this mischief is the 
misfortune of the planters, it contibutes to 
the pleasures of other people. The birds arrived 
at a degree of plumptitude and richness, ‘‘might 
tempt an anchorite to taste.”” Rice Bird sup- 
pers are proverbial in these parts for their deli- 
cacy of flavor. 

We enjoyed one last night, and listen to the 
cannonading each morning in the adjacent fields 
with feelings of mingled emotion. 

Sitting in our office the other day, the peculiar 
note from the Rice Bird came down from the 
upper air, as the winged depredator flew past. to 
revel on the juicy rice, ere it should harden to 
maturity. This bird, a little grey backed, 
brownish fellow, is no other than the Bob-o-link 
of the North—a Northern bird with Southern 
feelings, and we scarcely know which most to 
admire, the inflexibility of purpose and the 
natural love he displays, in squeezing the tender 
rice of its fruit; or his own plumptitude and 
ability to tickle the palate, when by continued 
plunder he becomes perfectly ripe—fat as a but- 
ter ball. The little rascal has such a richness 
and delicacy of taste—he melts away in your 
mouth, so easily and satisfactorily, he is so 
juicy and nice, and his little bones offer so slight 
resistance to your masticating molars, that, if 
you are no planter, you forgot his robberies, 
since he has so well employed the time, and for- 
give him his depredations, as he has yielded so 
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equally good ; some say better. 

Prouiric Suzer. A recent letter from J. M. 
Leland, Bristol, Kenosha Co., Wis., says : 

*‘One year since I purchased 50 sheep of the 
coarse wool or common kind, (which came from 
the South.) Of that number 34 were ewes. 
I puta fine wooled buck with them, and the 
result was 38 lambs. Of those which had 
lambs, 9 had 22, 6 had twins, 2 had 3 each, and 
lhad 4. This is true to the letter. All lived 
but two—the one having four lost two.

| To Bow Trire. Wash itclean and put it on 
to boil in plenty of water, with four or six mod- 
erately sized onions. When the onions are quite 
lsoft, the tripe will be boiled enough. Serve it 
| with the onionsin a hash-dish, with a little of 
| the liquor in which it has been boiled, and plain 
melted butter in a cup. 

| It will be greatly improved thus; about ten 
minutes before it is done, strain off all the li- 
quor and replace it with a cupful of milk, roll 
a lump of butter in some flour, adda little 
chopped lemon peel, pepper, and salt; mix 
all well together, and let it boil gently for 
about ten minutes. This way of dressing tripe 
is both cheap and delicious. 

Brrap Cakes. Soak some crusts of bread in 
milk, strain them through the cullender very 
fine, beat in four eggs anda little flour, just 
enough to thicken the substance ; add oue tea- 
spoonful saleratus, mix all up to makea thin 
batter, and bake on the griddle. 

Ixptan Loar. ‘Two quarts of finecorn meal, dry, 
one table-spoonful of salt, one and one-half pints 
of flour, one pint inolasses, one pint buttermilk, 
one tea-spoonful saleratus; mix well, and bake 
about three hours, slowly, in an iron basin. 

Apvice to Ilovsewives. Britannia should be 
first rubbed gently with a woolen cloth and 
swect oil; then washed in warm suds, and rub- 
bed with soft leatherand whiting. Thus treated, 
it will retain its beauty to the last. 

New iron should be very gradually heated at 
first ; after it has become inured to the heat it is 
not likely to crack. 

It is a good plan to put new earthenware into 
cold water, and let it heat gradually until it 
boils—then cool again. Brown earthenware, 
particularly, may he toughened in this way. <A 
handful of rye or wheat bran thrown in while-it 
is boiling, will preserve the glazing so that it 
will not be destroyed by acid or salt. 

Clean a brass kettle before using it for cooking, 
with salt and vinegar. 


The oftener carpets are shaken the longer they 
will wear; the dirt that collects under them 
grinds out the threads. 

If you wish to preserve fine teeth, always 
clean them thoroughly after you have eaten your 
last meal at night. 

Woolens should be washed in very hot suds, 
and not rinsed. Luke-warm water shrinks them. 

Do not wrap knives and forks in woolens. 
| Wrap them in good strong paper. Steel is in- 
jured by lying in woolens. 


Suet keeps good all the year round if chopped 
and packed down ina stone jar, and covered 
with molasses. 

Barley straw is the best for beds ; dry corn 
husks slit into shreds are better than straw. 

When molasses is used in cooking, it is a pro- 
ligious improvement to boil and skim it before 
you use it. It takes out the unpleasant raw 

| taste, and makes it almost as good as sugar. 
| Where molasses is used much for cooking, it is 
: well to prepare one or two gallons in this way at 
a time. 

Never allow ashes to be taken up in wood, or 
put into wood. Always have your matches and 
lamp ready for use in case of sudden alarm. 
Have important papers all together, where you 
can lay your hand on them at once, in case of 
fire. p 

Use hard soap to wash your clothes, and soft 
to wash your floors. Soft soap is so slippery 
that it wastes a good deal in washing clothes. 

It is easy to have a supply of horse-radish all 
winter. Have a quantity grated while the root 
isin perfection, put it in bottles, fill it with 
vinegar, and keep it corked tight.

The Augsburg Zeitung 
states that Dr. Landolfi, physician to the King 
of Naples, professor at the university, and di- 
rector of the principal hospital of that city, 
has discovered a method for the cure of cancer, 
when not in its worst and last stage.

And it must be acknowl 
edged that the consciences of a jury are a safer 
and purer tribunal than the consciences of indi- 
viduals specially appointed and holding perma- 
nent offices. And it is evident that in all these 
courts the juries were the judges, and determined 
all questions of law for themselves. It is evi- 
dent, also, that they judged independent of the 
laws of the king or any of his officers, for if the 
laws were to be received by the jury, on the au- 
thority of. these officers, the latter would have 
imposed such laws on the people as they pleased. 
The inevitable conclusion, therefore, I think, 
must be that neither the king nor his laws, or 
the instructions of his justices, had any author- 
ity over jurors beyond what the latter saw fit to 
accord to them. The fact that so many of the 
principles of natural equity as those embraced 
in the common law, should have been so uni- 
formly recognized and enforced by juries, as to 
have become established by general consent, as 
** the law of the land.”” The same facts also 
prove that the common mind and the general, 
or, perhaps, rather the universal consciences, 
as developed in the untramelled judgment of ju- 
ries, may be safely relied upon for the preserva- 
tion of individual rights in civil society; and 
that there is no necessity or excuse for the del- 
uge of arbitrary legislation with which the pres- 
ent age is overwhelmed, under a pretext that 
unless laws be made the law will not be known; 
a pretext, by the way, almost universally uged 
for overturning instead of establishing the prin- 
ciples of justice. B.

LATEST NEWS FROM CALIFORNIA. 


The Northern Light arrived at New York on 
Saturday with news from California to Decem- 
ber 1. She brings 526 passengers and nearly 
$1,500,000 in gold. 

The rainy season began on the Mth ult. The 
first rain lasted, with short intermittent clear 
spells, a week, after which there were five or 
six days of fair weather, and now it is again 
raining. 

_ From a report of the Legislative Committee, 
it appears that the State debt is $3,197 ,688 
and the yearly interest $231,912. , 

There has been some excitement at James- 
town, between the miners and citizens, the 
former asserting their right to dig up the streets 
for gold, the latter denying it. 

The past fortnight has been a very important 
one for the miners. The rain has filled the 
gulches and raised the rivers, and the works of 
the dry season are closed. The diggings in the 
beds have been abandoned, and in many cases 
dams, flumes, &c., have been swept away, al- 
though the rise has not been great. The miners 
now look back upon and count their profits and 
losses for the last six months. The shipments 
show that undiminished amounts of gold bave 
been produced, yet many of the diggers com- 
plain that they have spent much money in 
canaling, machinery, &c., and have made little. 

The miners are pretty well prepared for the 
winter, and if it be favorable the golden harvest 
will be richer than ever. 

Some miners, who have no good prospect for 
the winter, are preparing for next summer, 
Canals, to be finished hy June, have been com- 
menced on the North Yuba, Middle Yuba, and 
North Fork of the American River. Many 
similar enterprises have been planned, and they 
will have a very important effect on the prosper- 
ity and produce of the mines.

The Population of Utah Territory. From the 
minutes of the Mormon general conference, | 
which was held in Great Salt Lake City on the | 
6th of Oct. last, we learn that the entire popula- | 
tion of Utah territory numbers 18,206, being an 
increase of 6851 since the census of 1850. The pop- 
ulation is thus divided: saints, 8639; elders, 689; 
high priests, 560 ; seventies, 1,572; children, 5,- 
207. In addition to these. there are 9 apostles, all 
located in Great Salt Lake City, 55 bishops, 254 
priests, 95 deacons, and 208 teachers. During 
the year subsequent to the 6th of October, 1852, 
18 of the sairits had been excommunicated. One 
hundred and thirty-nine of the Mormon priests 
and elders are on missionary expeditions in other 
parts and in foreign countries.

fecundated ; and that the new process has been 
found equally successful with about one hundred 
thousand eggs of the same description, which 
were deposited some time since at the College of 
France. Considerable money has been appro- 
priated lately for distributing these last throagh- 
out the es of France ; so that in a few 
years this branch of pisiculture will probably be 
carried to such perfection, that famine will take 
its place among modern impossibilities.
